The 
south, our great producing power,stands 
desolate to-day, and its desolation 
reacts on and roaches us. I propose as 
a measure of relief—giaat disease 
nceds giant remedy—that the govern- 
ment at once issue $500,000,000 of legal 
tender notes and make them receivable 
for all private and public dues, including 
customs — the notes to bear no interest. 
These legal tender notes should super- 
sede all bank-note circulation, which 
should be retired, and hereafter when 
such notes are issued on a basis of 
United States bonds deposited in the 
treasury those bonds should bear no 
interest while so deposited.

A line was then formed and the 
train of wagons, he-semen and “foot- 
men, marched efully on toward the 
place appointed for the meeting, about 
three miles from the landing. We ar- 
rived in due time to meet Bowen, who 
had preceded us, with a collection of 
about two hundred negroes congregated 
around him. Bowen opened the meet- 
ing, electing by acclamation, a colored 
man by the name of Stewart as chair- 
on the republican side. 

He then told his party that he wished 
to give a hearing to both sides, and that 
he wanted peace; he repeated the latter 
word several times and laid stress upon 
it. 
Mr. W. St. Julien Jervey, was intro- 
ducod as the first speaker and address 
ed in a quietand impassionate manner, 
a seemingly quiet, and harmonious au- 
dience. There was not a single word 
in his speech calculated to engender 
any but good feeling. The colored peo- 
ple (about two hundred in number) 
were congregated apart from the whites 
in front of the speaker’s stand, the 
whites behind the stand numbering 
probably two hundred. 

At the close of Mr. Jervey’s speech, 
W. J. McKinlay. colored republican, 
was introduced. He arose while the 
band was playing, and while Mr. Jer- 
vey 88 h was being enthusiastical- 
ly “encored,” and commenced speak- 
ing tos quiet and attentive audience. 
Just at this juncture, one of the white 
men standing near an adjacent build- 
ing, espied a number of rifles secreted 
in the chimney of the building, and 
suid, in rather a loud tone of voice, 
“boys look at the guns.”
